Patients, 
they have very often given it as a Reaſon 
for not feeing me, That I do not preſcribe.

| muſt own, at firſt Sight, this carries a very 
good Face with it, and muſt naturally create. 
in Patients a great Opinion of the Apothe- 
cary, who ſeems, in this Reſpect, to acc 
merely out of Regard to their Welfare, and 
not from any View to the Doctor's Intereſt, 
or his own. But to me, it appears very plain- 
ly a Deccit, however. plauſible to others;

Now, I appeal tocach unprejudiced Rea-

is no Occaſion for it, he is not conſequently 
left under the greateſt Uncertainty, and un- 
capable of judging what may, or. may not be 


of Benefit to his Patient? So that if ſuch a 


Practice does not prove fatal to the Patient, 
he runs at leaſt a very great Hazard of his 
Life. 


*Tis my Opinion, the leſs Apothecaries 
Gains are, the better the Patients may af- 
ford to fee their Doctor.
